This index differs from last year's index to Volume I, in that all 
titles of medical interest have been listed instead of only those appearing 
in journals which are not indexed in the Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus. 
It is intended to be a complete index to all papers recorded in the Current 
List except those which obviously have no application to medical research and 
those concerned with mental hygiene, psychiatry, and psychology. The latter 


are completely indexed in the journal, "Psychological Abstracts". 


As mentioned previously, the Current List offers an exceptional oppor- 
tunity for experiments directed at improvements in medical indexing. The one 
to which attention is now being givem, is the classification of the subject 
matter into the more sharply defined fields of medical research. The need for 
this is because the literature of medicine has grown to such an extent that it 
is no longer possible for most of us to be interested in more than certain of 
its narrow fields. This is exactly what has taken place in science as a whole. 
The various branches of science have gradually become recognized as specialized 
fields and the literature of each has been segregated and separately catalogued 
and indexed. Medicine has reached the stage whcre conscious efforts towards a 


Similar subdivision appear to be needed. 


In the present case, only an initial transition from the usual alpha- 
betical arrangement to a more or less sharply defined classification is attempted. 
The segregation is based on the amount and character of the material available 
in the six months’ period. The selection of the subdivisions is attended with 
some uncertainty on account of their frequently interrelated character. Those 
which have been chosen will certainly not be approved by everyone and all that 
can be hoped is that gradual improvements in the classification of medical 
literature can be made. It is of course not clear just how far it is possible 
or desirable to go in this direction, but some effort to accomplish this pur- 
pose should be made. 


The condensation has been carried in the index beyond the point where 
more than @ general knowledge of what each paper treats can be gained. The 
index shows only where papers concerned with particular subjects are to be 
found. It is necessary to turn to the page in the Current List where the 
complete title is recorded to learn the particular aspect of the subject treated 


in each paper. 


In addition to the advantage resulting from the subdivision of the 
subject matter, there is also the item of economy of space and resulting print- 
ing cost which is of special importance at present. This results from the fact 
that each complete title and journal reference is printed but once, and there- 
after identified for indexing purposes by a single number corresponding to the 
column @nd position it occupies in the preceding pages of the publication.

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This also permits making numerous cross-references at the least possible 
cost and permits the reduction to a neglible extent of the frequent "See 
also" indications which are such a troublesome feature of indexes based 


principally on the words appearing in the titles of the papers. 


Due to the many different words and expressions which may be used to 
designate the same part of the body or diseased condition, it is often dif- 
ficult to recognize every one in order to collect every reference to a given 
subject under @ single group heading. For example, in the present emergency 
papers devoted to injuries are exceptionally numerous. Among the words which 
appear in the titles of such papers @re: accident, avulsion, bites, burns, 
casualty, concussion, contussion, cuts, dislocation, fracture, injury, lacera- 
tion, scalds, trauma, wounds, etc. These all describe variations of injuries 
resulting from an exterior cause, and are better collected together than 
scattered from beginning to end of an alphabet. When such references concerned 
with the same subject are collected in one place, they form bibliographies 
for the six months’ period covered by the index. In these cases, it is only 
necessary to jot down the series of numbers following @ subject heading or 
Subdivision of it in the index and with their aid make @ complete list of 
the titles and journal references to the available papers pertaining to that 
subject. This is &@ more certain manner of finding @11 papers on @ given subject 
than searching for them under many different names scattered throughout an 
alphabetical index. 


In connection with the multiplicity of names used in medicine, the 
practice of designating diseases, operations, signs, etc., by the names of 
individuals greatly complicates the classification under subject headings. The 
extent to which this is done is probably not realized. A count in a recent 
edition of norland's Medical Dictionary showed the following approximate 
numbers of proper names used in this manner: diseases 565; syndromes 165; 
operations 450; signs 525; tests 916; methods 300; phenomenon 92; reaction 150; 
reagent 66. Thus in only these selected cases there are more than 3200 names 
of individuals which add to the difficulty of searching the accumulated 


literature of medicine. 


Finally, there is a deficiency on our own part which we desire to 
acknowledge. Those of us engaged in the present task do not possess in suf- 
ficient degree the needed combination of knowledge of both indexing and 
medicine. In regard to the latter, we are forced to rely upon the @id we can 
obtain from medical dictionaries. Our efforts to enlist the cooperation, 
during the present emergency, of persons with medical training have not been 
Particularly successful. We hope that with more experience the worst errors 
can be gradually elimjmated. In the meantime, we shall appreciate greatly 
criticisms and suggestions which will help to make the Current List and its 


index of ever increasing usefulness to those engaged in medical research.
